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CLAIMS 6-8,10,16-18,20,26-28,30,36-40, 43-46 AND 48-52 ARE PENDING 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art teaches many of the elements of the claims, and various combinations of 
them. In particular, Weinberg et al (Weinberg), US 5,974,572, 26 October 1999 and Lee 
et al (Lee), US 6,466,970, 15 October 2002 are exemplary. 

Weinberg is directed to a visual Web site analysis that applies data mining to 
company Web sites [COL 2 lines 8-25], and thus is directed to enterprise web mining. 

As to claim 49, Weinberg collects corporate data comprising user-based data 
[Col 2 lines COL 2 lines 8-18], external data [COL 6 lines 8-15 and elsewhere], Web 
traffic data [COL 2 lines 28-34], API data [COL 7 lines 9-14 and elsewhere], server log 
data [COL 3 lines 5-15 and elsewhere] and transaction data [the basic log data of 
accesses is transaction data and Weinberg makes explicit use of this term at COL 33 
lines 33-39]. 

The Astra program of Weinberg creates, manages, and filters the site map in 
such a way that includes mapping between general attributes and particular features 
and dimensionality reduction are [COL 7 line 40 and after]. In particular, the filtering 
process removes redundant or irrelevant information and identifies visitors. Visitor paths 
are basic to the system of Weinberg [SUMMARY, exp. COL 3 lines 25-35]. The support 
for the analysis of visitor paths is extensive, and includes the items listed in the claim. In 
particular, note the whole website maps such as FIG 1-2, the standard use of filename, 
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page titles [COL 10 lines 1-6], and domain names [COL 5 line 57 and after; COL 8 lines 
25-43 and elsewhere]. 

Weinberg predicts traffic patterns in the sense of determining probabilities of Lee 
et al (Lee), US 6,466,970, 15 October 2002. 
visitor paths [COL 28 lines 13-37]. 

However, Weinberg is not explicit about building a database perse of various 
types of data and mining it with a plurality of models using generated taxonomies in 
response to a received request for a prediction. 

Lee is directed to collecting and analyzing (data mining) information about 
content requested in a network such as the Web [COL 3 lines 37-43], and in particular 
in a e-commerce environment [COL 4 line 66 and after]. Web requesters in Lee are 
users, and the log data of Lee comprises metadata fields that include user identification 
[COL 3 line 36 and after], and which categorize external data such as page content. The 
background technology that is improved by Lee includes a variety of web traffic analysis 
programs [BACKGROUND]. Lee is directed in particular to categorizing the content of 
pages visited [SUMMARY]. 

As to claim 49, Lee teaches the tracking of user-id and session-id data [COL 2 
lines 16-22], and retains three sub-fields of this information COL 6 line 57 and after]. 
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Lee is not explicit about mapping between attributes and features and selecting 
data with reduced dimensionality, nor mining collected data with a plurality of models 
using generated taxonomies in response to a received request for a prediction. 

Thus, while these references are complementary in many ways, their teachings 
cannot fairly be combined to anticipate nor suggest the instant invention.
